REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 


1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

In an assembly (claim 14) for computerized monitoring the contents of a container using a 
device, the claimed limitations of the device having an antenna, a flexible support comprising a 
printed circuit and one of an electronic chip and a memory card affixed thereto the flexible 
support, whereby the antenna is being integrated with or attached to the flexible support, and a 
protective compartment containing a sample of the contents of the container whereby the flexible 
support being coupled to the sample, whereby the protective compartment is removably attached 
to the container so as to be recouped for the purpose of one of examination or filing in the 
claimed maimer is not taught or suggested in the prior art. Furthermore, while the use of a 
transponder to tag various items including a blood sample bag has been known in the art, the 
claimed use of the specific device having the above claimed details and provided on a protective 
compartment that is in turn removably attached to the container containing a blood sample 
wherein the device is for computerized monitoring of the blood sample in the claimed manner is 
also not disclosed or taught in the prior art.
